Finally the West is in. After 
more than a decade of Liberal 
rule and perceived western al¬ 
ienation, Stephen Harper and 
his Conservatives proved the 
polls right and claimed a minor¬ 
ity victory over Paul Martin 
and his Liberals on Jan. 23. 

The race to take over the 
House of Commons was tight 
but in the end the Conservatives 
took 124 seats with the Liber¬ 
als close behind at 103. The Bloc 
Quebecois had 51 and the NDP 
claimed 29. One independent, 
Andre Arthur of Quebec, was 
elected in the riding of Port 
Neuf-Jacques-Cartier. 

Wild Rose Myron Thompson 
said his fifth straight win on 
Monday night and hi3 Con¬ 
servative Party minority elec¬ 
tion victory bodes well for the 
residents of west central Al¬ 
berta. 

Speaking at the Telus Con¬ 
vention Centre in Calgary fol¬ 
lowing his election win, 
Thompson said that crime fight¬ 
ing will be a key issue for him. 

“It’s about time, 13 years is 
a long time to wait. I think you 
are going to see some important 
changes now. It’s time to get 
solid on crime. All the people 
in my riding said get rid of child 
pornography so let’s do it,” said 
Thompson, who walked away 
with another easy victory un¬ 
officially taking 72.9 per cent 
of the vote. 

Sean Maw, of the Green 
Party, finished a surprising sec¬ 
ond in Wild Rose taking 11 per 
cent of the vote. 

Rounding out Wild Rose 
was Liberal candidate Judy 
Stewart with 8.7 per cent and 
the NDP’s Shannon Nelles 
with 7.5 per cent. 

Thompson said he plans to 
do more for ranchers and farm¬ 
ers in the riding as well. 

“We have a major industry 
called agriculture that is suf¬ 
fering terribly. It’s a big em¬ 
ployer and we need to be doing 
more,” said Thompson, adding 
that he will accept any cabinet 
post if he is offered one. 

He commended Harper for 
his win and is confident in the

46-year-old’s abilities. 

“We have the right guy in the 
prime minister’s chair. I think 
Canada is going to be quite 
proud of him,” Thompson said. 

After conceding defeat to 
Harper, Paul Martin told sup¬ 
porters in his riding of LaSalle- 
Emard Monday night that he 
will be resigning as the leader 
of the Liberal Party, as had been 
rumoured in the media during 
the last legs of the campaign. 

“1 will continue to represent 
LaSalle-Emard, but I will not 
be leading the party in the next 
election,” Martin said, to the 
deflated cries of the crowd. 

After leading an almost flaw¬ 
less campaign over the last two 
months. Harper convinced 
enough Canadians that it was 
time to dispose of the corrupt 
Liberals whose AdScam scan¬ 
dal was only inflated by the 
Option Canada scandal and the 
RCMP inquiry into Ralph 
Goodale and his Finance De¬ 
partment over questions sur¬ 
rounding leaked information 
regarding income trust funds. 

The Conservative Party 


made gains across the country, 
picking up a number of seats 
nationwide, including in On¬ 
tario and Quebec where disaf¬ 
fected Liberal and Bloc 
Quebecois supporters looked to 
Harper for a more accountable 
government although many 
voters in the Toronto area 
stuck with Liberals arguably 
preventing the Tories from 
forming a majority govern¬ 
ment. 

While much of Ontario, Mon¬ 
treal and Atlantic Canada stuck 
with the Liberals, Alberta was 
awash in a sea of blue after 
Monday’s vote. Thompson 
joined 28 other Tory candidates 
in winning their ridings, with 
the biggest news coming from 
Edmonton with the defeat of 
Liberal Deputy Prime Minister 
Anne McLellan. 

“Landslide Annie” lost 
handily to Tory candidate 
Laurie Hawn in the wake of 
allegations of voter irregulari¬ 
ties in her constituency of Ed- 
monton-Centre. 

The turn to the left also was 
apparent this year as the NDP 


picked up 10 more seats than 
they did in 2004. 

The Conservatives now face 
a more evenly divided House of 
Commons with the Liberals 
and NDP holding more seats 
combined, leaving the Tories to 
deal with Bloc, who are not 
known to support socially con¬ 
servative motions or federal¬ 
ism. 

Thompson said, however, he 
is prepared to “work with any¬ 
body” in a minority govern¬ 
ment. 

“Either they are going to be 
truly representative of the peo¬ 
ple or they aren’t. Let’s get 
some things resolved. I hope we 
stay in power long enough to 
get some things done,” 
Thompson said, adding that he 
will run again for Parliament 
if the government falls before 
the end of 2006. 

In the ridings of Red Deer and 
Crowfoot respectively, incumbent 
MPs Bob Mills and Kevin 
Sorenson handily won their races. 

All election results are unoffi¬ 
cial at the time the Albertan went 
to press.

If you are a cat owner, 
you must ensure your cat 
does not run at large or 
damage anyone’s property. If 
your cat is found doing ei¬ 
ther, it can be impounded for 
96 hours at Krebs and Co. 
Veterinary Service, or until 
you pay the fine at the Town 
Office for its release. After 
the 96 hours, any cats not 
redeemed will either be de¬ 
stroyed or sold, and the 
money kept by the Town. 

If a cat is destroying your 
property, you may obtain a 
cat trap from the Town, in 
confidence, with strict pro¬ 
visions to follow. If the pro¬ 
visions are not followed, the 
person may face a fine of 
$500. 

“I don’t think there will 
be a noticeable change this 
winter. There are restric¬ 
tions regarding the use of

“Once the tags are in, the 
town will advertise that citi¬ 
zens are required to tag 
their cat(s),” said Moore. 
“The tags will be free for 
one month.”

Hunters who refused 
to follow the rules during 
the 2005 hunting season 
really paid the price on 
Jan. 20, with more than 
$13,000 in fines handed 
out at Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court. 

Commissioner Debra 
Prowse dealt with 14 
cases during a 90 minute 
court session, most of the 
cases stemming from vio¬ 
lations that occurred 
during the Nov. 2005 
hunting season. 

“We’re really happy 
that the courts are view¬ 
ing these violations very 
seriously,” said Sundre 
Fish and Wildlife officer 
Jim Mitchell. “It’s a great 
day for wildlife enforce¬ 
ment. It will serve as a 
deterrent to others who 
would be inclined to 
abuse their hunting 
privileges.” 

“Violations don’t just 
happen during hunting 
season, they happen year 
round,” he added. 

Gordon Anthony 
Brown, 50, of Olds, was 
fined $2,500 and prohib¬ 
ited from hunting for two 
years after pleading 
guilty to a charge of wast¬ 
ing big game meat under 
the Wildlife Act. 

Brown shot and left an 
elk in a wooded area west 
of Sundre on Nov. 19, 
court heard. Despite an 
offer of assistance from 
another hunter, Brown 
decided to leave the ani¬ 
mal to spoil. He did not 
properly tag the animal 
either. 

“This is an extremely 
blatant case of wastage,” 
said Crown prosecutor 
Dave Barrows.

Wales, 48, of Sundre, was

fined $1,615 after plead¬ 
ing guilty to a charge of 
hunting without a li¬ 
cence and shooting from 
the road. 

Wales shot at a decoy 
deer three times from a 
roadway north of Sundre 
on Nov. 18, hitting the 
mechanical bait twice, 
court heard. Wildlife of¬ 
ficers hiding nearby ob¬ 
served the shooting and 
confronted Wales at the 
scene. 

Mario Spaziani, 50, of 


Calgary, pleaded guilty to 
a charge of hunting with¬ 
out a licence and shoot¬ 
ing from road, and was 
fined $1,615. 

Spaziani shot a deer in 
a restricted special li¬ 
cence area near 
Burnstick Lake west of 
Sundre on Nov. 19. 

Another Calgary man, 
Claude Beaulieu, 23, was 
fined $1,915 after plead¬ 
ing guilty to hunting 
without a licence, provid¬ 
ing false information to 
a wildlife officer, and be¬ 
ing an ineligible hunter. 

Beaulieu shot a deer 
within 200 metres of a 
residence near Water Val¬ 
ley on Nov. 26. He did not 
have a licence at the 
time. 

Hugo Gallant, 20, also 
from Calgary, was with 
Beaulieu during the Nov. 
26 incident. He pleaded 
guilty to a charge of ille¬ 
gal possession of wildlife 
and was fined $500. 

On Friday morning, a 
number of other individu¬ 
als submitted payments 
voluntarily in cases in¬ 
volving various hunting 
violations such as having 
loaded firearms in vehi¬ 
cles and shooting from a 
roadway. 

Commissioner Prowse 
ordered the majority of 
the money collected from 
fines on Friday to be di¬ 
rected to the volunteer- 
driven Alberta Stream 
Watch Conservation Coa¬ 
lition, which conducts 
year-round patrols of wil¬ 
derness areas in west cen¬ 
tral Alberta.

Canadian beef still safe, 
cattle trade unlikely to be 


affected, says Horner 


Doug Horner, Minister of 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development today released 
the following statement on the 
discovery of the fourth case of 
BSE in Canada: 

“The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency has confirmed that 
animal tissue collected under 
the Canada-Alberta BSE Sur¬ 
veillance Program has tested 
positive for bovine spongiform 
encephalopathy (BSE). Canada 
is still well within the control¬ 
led risk category for BSE, as 
recognized by the international 
organization for animal health. 
We will continue to use our 
enhanced surveillance program 
to assist us as we move to 
eradicate BSE. 

As the CFIA stated, there is 
no threat to human health 
from this additional case of 
BSE. No part of the animal 
entered either the human food 
or animal feed chain. The most 
effective way of ensuring food 


safety - a ruminant-to-ruminant 
feed ban and the removal of 
specified risk materials. This is 
already being done within 
Canada. 

Let me stress that finding 
additional cases of BSE is not 
unexpected. In fact, it is under¬ 
stood that testing for BSE 
could result in the discovery of 
more cases of the disease - 
which is part of the reason that 
the World Organization for 
Animal Health changed the 
rules around BSE risk catego¬ 
ries. This rule change was 
aimed at recognizing the work 
done in countries like Canada. 
Japan and the U.S. that have 
had indigenous cases of BSE, 
but also have thorough educa¬ 
tion, reporting and eradication 
programs aimed at eliminating 
the disease from their cattle 
herds. 

That said, we do not expect 
this additional case to affect our 
trade with other countries. 


who continue to recognize the 
steps taken by both the U.S. 
and Canada to eliminate this 
disease from the North Ameri¬ 
can herd. 

Our international trading 
partners and domestic consum¬ 
ers also know that North 
American beef remains the saf¬ 
est in the world. Not only do 
our producers and processors 
use safe, world-class practices 
throughout the value-chain, 
but highest risk materials - 
brains, spinal cords and so on 
- are also removed from the fi¬ 
nal product. We will continue 
to work closely with our indus¬ 
try and the CFIA to further 
improve these risk mitigation 
measures. 

On a final note, I would 
like to commend the CFIA 
working in partnership 
with Alberta to diligently 
prevent, discover and elimi¬ 
nate foreign animal dis¬ 
ease.”

Letter to the editor: 

At the end of the Second 
World War Canada had four air¬ 
craft carriers but by 1960 we had 
only the Bon Adventure left. 

It was refitted in the middle 
of the 1960s for $60,000 just be¬ 
fore it was sold for scrap reput¬ 
edly to China. 

Navy veterans say no, it was 
sailed past China and sold to 
India who used it in their war 
against Pakistan. 

Trudeau and the Liberals 
said they got $2 million dollars 
for scrap. Ask any Pakistani of¬ 
ficer. 

At the beginning of the 1950s 
A.V Roe of Malton, Ontario built 
a jet passenger airplane which 
was almost the first in the world. 

The British Comet was ten 
days earlier but the Comet re¬ 
peatedly plunged out of the sky 
killing all. 

The Avro liner flew on for 
years, not being purchased by 
the R.CA.F, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment or any Canadian air¬ 
line. 

The Americans, seven years 
later, built their first jet passen¬ 
ger Boeing 707 while the Cana¬ 
dians turned their plane into 
scrap. 

The Avro Arrow, which most 
Canadians know about, would 
fly around 1,600 m.p.h. which 
was unheard of in 1957. 


The Americans scrapped their 
F-106 and F-107 aircraft because 
they of course were outdated 
immediately. 

Arrow number 206, which 
had the new Titanium Iriquois 
engine, was scrapped before it 
could fly. 

The Diefenbaker government 
even destroyed all plans and the 
titanium alloy research books of 
the number one metallurgist 
working with the metal that 
had a combination of lightness 
of aluminum with the strength 
of steel. 

Number 206, it was felt, 
would go Mach 3 or even four 
and our airplane was the first 
in the world to be able to take 
off and land by computer. Fly by 
Wire Navigation- all destroyed 
by the Tories. 

Our Canadian scientist 
Gerald Bull figured he could 
build a canon to fire 40 or 400 
miles or even fire a satellite into 
orbit. But the Canadian govern¬ 
ment discouraged him. 

He went to the U.S. and 
worked there, but he ended up 
working for Iraq and either the 
C.I.A. or Mossad killed the man. 

Who wants a satellite into 
orbit for a couple of hundred 
thousand when your friends can 
do it for only a couple of hun¬ 
dred million? 

How many Canadians remem¬ 


ber our research missile centre 
at Churchill, Manitoba or the 
Black Brant rocket? How about 
the velvet glove air to air mis¬ 
sile? 

You know it’s strange when 
the Canadians destroyed their 
own missile and started build¬ 
ing the American Sparrow, the 
Germans came to Canada and 
bought our sparrow from Lytton 
Industries because it was better 
than the American model. 

In the 1960s Canada built the 
100 foot BraDor patrol boat. 

It was taken to NATO dem¬ 
onstrations at Bremmerhaven, 
Germany where it cruised past 
observers at 30 knots but then 
made a quick turn and whistled 
by at 60 knots. 

Canada had a Hydrofoil 
which stole the show. Mr. 
Trudeau brought it back to 
Canada and because of fuel prob¬ 
lems made it into scrap. 

Lucky for the Russians, they 
immediately copied the design. 
You can easily check this in 
Jane’s book of fighting war¬ 
ships. 

In 1972 Canadair of Montreal 
produced the CL-84, a short 
take-off and landing aircraft. 

The airplane had a tilting 
wing; would lift straight up; 
would hover; would back up; 
haul ten people; would fly 330 
m.p.h.; and had a range of 420 


miles. 

To demonstrate its stability 
to the Americans it was flown 
slowly the length of the deck of 
their aircraft carrier while the 
Canadian pilot held his hands 
at the window. 

Have you ever seen a helicop¬ 
ter pilot do a hands-off flight? 

I haven’t. 

You may see one in the Ot¬ 
tawa or Winnipeg museum 
where the government of this 
great nation consigned them. 
But don’t worry, we can buy a 
helicopter for a bunch of bil¬ 
lions. 

De Haviland Aircraft pro¬ 
duced the Beaver, Otter, Cari¬ 
bou, Buffalo and Dash 7 and 8 
and you may see the 7 and 8 at 
the Calgary airport just about 
any day. 

Canada put hundreds of mil¬ 
lions into those two excellent 
airplanes before Brian 
Mulroney sold the company to 
the Americans. 

I wonder whose plan was 
crossed? 

Is it any accident that Canada 
is helpless? 

It’s very difficult for Canadi¬ 
ans to believe their politicians 
are corrupt but as the expres¬ 
sion goes, give your head a 
shake.

School board has 
concerns with MLA’s 
private members bill

If Richard Marz, 
Ml.A for Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills, had his way 
taxpayers would shove 
their money they are 
dishing out annually for 
education taxes and put 
it right back in their 
pockets; however, ad¬ 
ministrators and politi¬ 
cians with Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 
(CESD) have a few con¬ 
cerns. 

CESD Board Chair¬ 
man Roy Brassard be¬ 
lieves that with taxpay¬ 
ers paying the education 
tax portion it makes the 
board more accountable 
to the public. He be¬ 
lieves without this link 
the accountability would 
be lost and maybe even 
forgotten completely. 

“My concern is that 
we have a local link 
right now,” Brassard 
said at last Wednesday’s 
board meeting in 
Innisfail. “But if that 
money stopped being col¬ 
lected there wouldn’t be 
as much accountability 
in my mind.” 

Marz introduced Bill 
210, a private members 
bill, in the Alberta Leg¬ 
islature in December 
that would have seen 
the elimination of the 
education tax portion on 
property taxes wiped out 
over five years, a 20 per 
cent reduction annually. 

Albertans tax bills in¬ 
clude a municipal por¬ 
tion which goes to the 
municipality which they 
live and also a portion 
of their tax bills goes 
directly to the Province 
which goes to pay for 
education. This portion 
is set and controlled by 
the Provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

“Getting rid of the 
education property tax 
will help seniors stay in 
their homes longer, and 
young people get into a 
home sooner (by making 
it) more affordable,” 
Marz explained in an 
earlier interview. 

Aside from giving 
Albertans a tax break on 
their property taxes 
Marz says it would allow 
Alberta to compete bet¬ 
ter throughout North 
America. 

“We have to be com¬ 
petitive in North 
America with our taxes 
to attract manufactur¬ 
ing, to attract the most 
educated, brightest 
minds to keep our prices 
cutting-edge and mov¬ 
ing forward,” he added. 

Despite Marz’s plea 
with his government to 


get this passed, the Bill 
died on the order table 
in December because it 
was not passed before 
the legislature closed 
down for Christmas. 

Marz accepted the 
fact that his government 
will tell him that they 
can’t afford it, however, 
Marz believes they can. 

“I’ll be told we can’t 
afford it but we were 
paying that $3 billion on 
the debt interest in prin¬ 
ciple, when gas was av¬ 
eraging $3 per gigajoule 
and oil was $3 a barrel.” 

Both Brassard and 
CESD Superintendent 
Jim Gibbons believe that 
not only would the local 
link be lost, but there 
could be cuts in educa¬ 
tion funding if this 
money stopped coming 
from Alberta taxpayers. 

Gibbons says that if 
the tax is eliminated and 
Provincial revenues 
drop in the years to 
come what will happen 
then. 

“My feeling is that if 
you eliminate the tax 


what happens when 
things are not so good? 
It’s very difficult to put 
a tax back in,” Gibbons 
said. “I would support 
bringing it down, 
maybe, but not to elimi¬ 
nate it completely.” 

Brassard says the 
Board will invite Marz 
in to speak with them 
about Bill 210 and voice 
their concerns. 

Brassard says, however, 
that he has confidence 
Marz knows what he is 
talking about. 

“Mr. Marz has been in 
municipal politics be¬ 
fore, so I am sure he has 
thought this out well,” 
Brassard said. “But, we 
just want to sit down 
with him and discuss 
our concerns.” 

The program, if im¬ 
plemented, would cost 
Alberta roughly $1.4 bil¬ 
lion annually. 

Marz was unavail¬ 
able, prior to press time, 
for comment on the 
Board’s reaction to Bill 
210 as he is out of the 
country.

Didsbury now has 
two weed inspectors, 
after Town Council ap¬ 
pointed them at last 
week’s Town Council 
meeting, in an effort to 
receive a grant from 
the Mountain View 
County (MVC). 

MVC provides a 
grant which the Town 
can apply for and dedi¬ 
cate towards weed con¬ 
trol. In order to re¬ 
ceive this grant, the 
Town must have Weed 
Inspectors. 

“There are re¬ 
stricted and noxious 
weeds that are required 
to be identified and re¬ 
moved as per Alberta 
Agriculture legisla¬ 
tion,” said Dorothy 
Moore, mayor of 
Didsbury. “The weed 
inspectors identify the 
restricted/noxious 
weeds and make ar¬ 
rangements for their 
removal.” 

Byron Sayer and 
Special Constable Greg 
Hnatiuk are the 


Town’s appointed weed 
inspectors. 

“This is an ongoing 
preventative measure 
to keep noxious weeds 
under control, both in 
the town and the 


county,” said Moore. 
“The town and the 
county have a shared 
interest in keeping nox¬ 
ious weeds under con¬ 
trol for their own and 
one another’s benefit.”

Living, loving and learning through 
Alzheimer Disease

Verna Smith was in her late 
forties when her husband Dave 
was diagnosed with Alzheimer 
Disease. 

Dave was 54, their children 
both in their teens. 

The symptoms started ear¬ 
lier; Dave stopped taking ini¬ 
tiative, would not make deci¬ 
sions, he was demoted at his job 
at the University of Calgary, 
the income tax was done wrong, 
and one day he was at a red 
traffic light, but did not know 
what that meant. 

Verna was feeling frustrated 
and confused by his actions, 
and even started thinking about 
divorce. 

They went to the doctor, 
and it was confirmed he had 
Alzheimer Disease after an ul¬ 
trasound was done. 

Verna retired from her teach¬ 
ing career to care for her hus¬ 
band, which quickly became a 
full time job, as she was unable 
to leave Dave alone. 

“I remember after we found 
out he had Alzheimer Disease, 
I went to research it to find out 
what I could, but there was 
nothing, no information to help 
us,” said Verna. 

Verna cared for her husband 
until he passed away at the age 
of 65, but throughout the years 
in between Verna helped her 
husband and herself lead a full 
life. 

“It is important not to hiber¬ 
nate in your home, but learn 
to work with the person’s 
strengths,” said Verna. 

They took an Alaskan cruise 
together, hiked the Grand Can¬ 
yon, and walked the Great Wall 
of China. 

“I remember when we hiked 
the Grand Canyon, two people 
we were with got hypothermia 
so Dave took their packs and 
carried them,” said Verna. “He 
was always a good man.” 

The couple continued to ski 
together every weekend 
throughout Dave’s illness. 

“He could not make the de¬ 
cision to get on the chair lift, 
but once he was up on the hill 
he sure knew how to get 
down,” said Verna. “He used to 
be a ski patrol at Lake Louise.” 

Throughout the past 100 
years many discoveries have 
been made about the Alzheimer 
disease; discoveries that have 
broken down road blocks, and 
answered many questions. 

Unfortunately there is still 
much left answered. 

Dr. Alois Alzheimer’s 1906 
discovery now forms the build¬ 
ing blocks on the current 
knowledge of the disease. 


He identified the “plaques” 
and “tangles” in a woman’s 
brain as the hallmark traits of 
the disease, and transformed 
what was once considered “se¬ 
nility” and a normal part of 
aging into the disease now 
named after him. 

There is more information 
than ever before about the dis¬ 
ease, and lots of support for 
people who have it and their 
caregivers. 

Verna, who resides in Mad¬ 
den, travels between Cochrane 
and Sundre telling about the 
disease which affects an esti¬ 
mated 435,000 Canadians over 
the age of 65, 298,000 women 
and 137,000 men. 

There are two forms of 
Alzheimer’s Disease; Familial, 
a rare inherited form which af¬ 
fects five to seven per cent of 
people, and the more common 
Sporadic, which affects people 
randomly. 

Although the disease can 
strike at any age, it is most 
common in those over 65. 

Alzheimer Disease is a de¬ 
generative disease that destroys 
vital brain cells. 

Dave had the rare Familial 
type. He had both aunts and 
uncles who had the disease. 

“If you think, or you know 
anyone who thinks they may 
have the symptoms, start inves¬ 
tigating right away through a 
doctor,” said Verna. “Get diag¬ 
nosed early so they can pre¬ 
scribe drugs that will help slow 
down the disease. They still 
don’t know the cause, and 
there is no cure, but we can 
slow it down.” 

Verna feels if she had all the 
information she has today, she 
could have better cared for her 
husband. 

“It is so important to inform 
your friends and family, and 
seek their support,” said Verna. 
“Don’t be afraid to ask for help. 

I lost all my friends because I 
just expected them to know 
what to do, but they didn’t and 
I didn’t tell them, and then I 
got angry. I should have called 
them and asked them to come 
and watch Dave for an hour so 
I could go for a walk, but I 
didn’t.” 

Verna’s dog Jasper was 
around for all of Dave’s illness, 
and he was a big help to Verna. 

She would tie Dave and 
Jasper together, send them 
off for a walk, and set a 
timer for 20 minutes. Jasper 
always got Dave home 
safely. 

In the nights Dave would 
sometimes get up and walk 
around the house. 

Jasper would follow him,

and if Dave ever needed help 
Jasper would lick Verna to 
wake her up. 

Throughout Dave’s dis¬ 
ease, Verna felt she may 
have neglected her two chil¬ 
dren, who moved out right 
out of high school. 

Later on, their daughter 
started a nursing career and 
really started to help care 
for her dad. 

Verna’s own health 
started to become an issue, 
as happens in many 
caregiver situations because 
of the stress. 

Two years prior to Dave’s 
passing Verna put him in a 
nursing home in Cochrane. 

“I put our name on the 
waiting list, and we got the 
first call in April saying 
there was a spot for him, but 
I was not ready,” said 
Smith. “We got another call 
in October, and finally in 
November he was placed, 
probably about a year and a 
half later than I should 
have.” 

There is a lot of pain in¬ 
volved in the disease, and a 
lot of fear from the person, 
as they get confused about 
what is going on around 
them. 

“I could see as he deterio¬ 


rated, it was his eyes that 
would go,” said Verna. 

Verna was inspired to 
help others learn about the 
disease, because of the help 
she needed and didn’t have. 

Dave went through the 
disease for over 10 years 
without ever being on any 
medication, as none was 
available at that time. 

“There are too many peo¬ 
ple out there to have to go 
through this alone,” said 
Verna. 

“There is an amazing 
amount of workshops, sup¬ 
port and information out 
there, you just have to ac¬ 
cess them. Just know that 
no two people are the same, 
everyone is different, it just 
depends on their state of 
fear.” 

January is Alzheimer 
Awareness month, and in 
recognition of that, Verna, 
who volunteers for the 
Alzheimer Society of 
Calgary, will be speaking at 
the Didsbury Library on 
Jan. 26 from 2 p.m. to 3 
p.m. about the disease.

It’s snowing as I write this and much as I dislike snow, cold 
and ice I’m glad to see it. It’s really been too warm to be healthy 
for our trees and perennials. There are big fat buds on the 
elderberries and suspicious swellings on the lilacs and 
chokecherries. Some people have iris and hyacinth coming up 
and I’m sure that anything planted near a foundation is grow¬ 
ing. 

Our roses and hydrangea are covered with Styrofoam Rose 
Huts and I hope that they are staying dormant under there. I 
haven’t looked closely at the other perennials, since there is 
nothing I can do about it I’d rather not know. 

As soon as the Christmas tree came down I brought the 
geraniums up from the basement. They were leggy and strag¬ 
gly so I trimmed them back and then didn’t have the heart to 
throw out the trimmings so I have about 25 slips in peat pots. 
Actually this is an improvement over last year when I started 
40 of the variegated leaf type and 8 dark red. None of them 
were wildly successful because they didn’t bloom until quite 
late in the season but then it was such a miserable summer 
that nothing was wildly successful so I can’t blame the gera¬ 
niums and even though I said I wouldn’t do that again, it 
looks like I have. I had quite a time placing my 40 variegated 
leaf geraniums and in the end I was just poking them in wher¬ 
ever I could find a bare spot. I put several in a half barrel with 
annual dahlias but because of the cold and rain the dahlias 
just sat there and sulked and the geraniums took over and 
crowded them out. At the same time I put a couple of gerani¬ 
ums and three or four dainty little white lamiums around the 
base of my new diablo ninebark and in a matter of days the 
lamium had swarmed the whole bed and formed an impenetra¬ 
ble mat that choked everything but the thistles. There are no 
rules in gardening and after forty odd years I am still a rank 
amateur. 

The seed catalogues have arrived and it’s pretty hard to 
resist pulmonarias called “raspberry splash,” and “champagne 
bubbles.” Mine is plain old “Mrs. Moon”, and I hope she has 
survived this unusual winter with absolutely no snow to pro¬ 
tect her. Pulmonaria is from the lungwort family and Lungwort 
was so named by an English biologist who thought that the 
pendulous little dead flowers on the dried specimen he was 
studying looked like a diseased lung. It’s a long way from a 
diseased lung to raspberry splash and champagne bubbles. And 
speaking of extravagant names, how about “Super Parfait 
Raspberry Dianthus” and “Baby Wing Pink Begonias.” I won’t 
be trying either one. The Begonia seeds are $73.90 for 250 
seeds and way out of my league, the Dianthus are 40 seeds for 
$3.79 which isn’t so bad but I really don’t have a good place to 
start seeds. 

Several years ago I bought 10 geranium seeds for $3.50 and 
got 0 plants which should have put me off buying any seeds 
beyond the ordinary, but gardeners are a credulous lot so the 
next year I bought 14 Gazania seeds for about $5.00 and blessed 
if I didn’t get 14 plants. Not only that, I saved seeds from my 
14 plants and last year I had 50 perfectly lovely Gazanias in 
many, many colors. I wish I could start my own Bacopa, I use 
a lot of it and it’s very expensive. Maybe I should try the Dian¬ 
thus after all. 

Last summer we made several visits to the gardens at Olds 
College and I think this is a great way to learn about new 
varieties and get ideas for your own flowerbeds. I have never 
had Feverfew but it seems to grow well at the college as does 
Michaelmas Daisy, Rudbeckia, Gallardia Red Plume and Cher¬ 
ries Jubilee Saxifrage all lovely plants that I think I’d like to 
try. Their roses this year were lovely and I want a Hope for 
Humanity and a Morden Sunrise. 

At this time of year my garden is limited only by my imagi¬ 
nation. The real garden will have to deal with time, space, 
deer, bugs, weeds, my energy and weather conditions. The real 
garden is months away. For now I am quite happy with the 
seed catalogues, my geranium slips, and enough snow to cover 
the pulmonaria.

What have the Snyders been up to?

By the end of the 
month you and every¬ 
one else in your house¬ 
hold should be $400 
richer. 

The Provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s rebate pro¬ 
gram where every 
man, woman, and 
child in the Province 
will be receiving their 
Alberta 2005 Resource 
Rebate cheques worth 
$400 each should be in 
mailboxes as early as 
this week. 

“If they filed their 
2004 tax return on time 
and they were residents 
in Alberta on Septem¬ 
ber 1, 2005 they should 
get the cheque without 
any problems and that 
should be by the end of 
January,” said Gerald 
Kastendieck, a spokes¬ 
person with Alberta 
Finance. 

Everyone 18 and 
older, including abo¬ 
riginal residents as 
well as Alberta stu¬ 


dents studying else¬ 
where, will receive the 
rebate. 

For children 17 and 
under the $400 rebates 
will be mailed out in the 
name of their primary 
caregiver. 

“Alberta has elimi¬ 
nated the accumulated 
debt, invested in prior¬ 
ity programs, and sus¬ 
tained the lowest over¬ 
all tax burden in 
Canada. This is money 
Albertans can use for 
themselves, to spend or 
save as they see fit.” 

The program was an¬ 
nounced by Alberta’s 
Premier Ralph Klein, 
who says that every 
Albertan should receive 
a “piece of the pie” since 
Alberta is bringing in 
record high revenues 
from oil and gas royal¬ 
ties. 

Some Albertans who 
have not yet filed their 
2004 income taxes can 
still receive this $400 re¬ 
bate, as long as they file 
their taxes by December. 


“If they haven’t filed 
their 2004 tax return 
and they are Alberta 
residents they have 
until the end of 2006 
to file their return and 
get their cheque; obvi¬ 
ously they won’t get 
their cheque until they 
do that, but they have 
until the end of year to 
file (their 2004 
taxes),” Kastendieck 
added. 

If you have moved 
since your last income 
tax return all you have 
to do is get your ad¬ 
dress changed by call¬ 
ing Revenue Canada at 
1-800-959-8281. 

This $400 rebate is 
tax-free money, Alberta 
Finance says, meaning 
that you will not be 
taxed on either the 
Provincial or the Fed¬ 
eral side. 

This program is ex¬ 
pected to cost $1.3 bil¬ 
lion for the rebate 
cheques, as well as an 
additional $10 million 
for administration. 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

We had a very enjoyable 
Christmas and New Year 
time with family and 
friends. The weather has 
been amazing here in Al¬ 
berta—very little snow and 
wonderfully mild tempera¬ 
tures. That has been very 
helpful since neither Janet 
nor I are acclimatized. It has 
been so nice to be able to 
walk outside. 

After New Years day I 
determined to lose the 
weight that the doctor told 
me to lose back in Novem¬ 
ber. My attempts to lose 
weight by walking a bit and 
eating more salads just 
weren’t working, so more 
stringent measures were 
needed. I’m walking more— 
at least four miles most 
days. We were able to get 
pedometers and they tell us 
if we’ve done our 10,000 
steps for the day. Also, I’ve 
started keeping track of 
calories. That explains why 
I wasn’t losing much weight 
even though I was eating 
more salads and enjoying 
them. My Ranch dressing 
has quite a few calories, and 
I used a lot on each salad. 
Now I’m more moderate 
and use “lite” dressing. 
Using the walking and calo¬ 
rie watching has helped me 
to lose about five of the re¬ 
quired twenty-five pounds, 
so I’ll keep on. 

Our visas have not come 


and we haven’t even heard 
anything about when they 
might come. There has been 
a slight change in the re¬ 
quirements of the Hungar¬ 
ian government for issuing 
the letter of invitation.

In the mean time, Janet 
is helping to organize a li¬ 
brary here and I should 
start doing some work for 
the EMCC office next week.

God for His wonderful pro¬ 
vision for all of our needs. 
We are staying in Calgary, 
in the basement apartment 
in my cousin’s home.

Last week we had bad 
news three times. A mis¬ 
sionary family serving with 
SIM in Jos, Nigeria had 
their four-year-old son 
drown accidentally.

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Natural Bacteria Means Further Reductions in Flaring

|(e Sour gas is natural gas that contains hydrogen sulphide (H2S) which can be dangerous if not handled properly Traditionally, converting hydrogen 

sulphide to safer elemental sulphur requires an industrial process that can include flaring. 

When the EnCana plant was announced, Sewall and his neighbors weren't comfortable having it so close “We didn't want a continuous flare,” 
he says. "The area is densely populated with people and livestock, we were concerned." 

So EnCana, in partnership with New Paradigm Gas Processing Ltd., introduced a breakthrough technology It is called Shell-Paques and can 
eliminate the need for flaring in some circumstances. The process uses a naturally occurring bacteria to separate the hydrogen from the sulphide 
in H2S. It's the world's first commercially operated biological process to purify natural gas by converting nearly all the H2S into sulphur. 

“It was obvious from initial discussions with the area landowners and residents that they were not necessarily opposed to oil and gas 
development," says Todd Beasley, president of New Paradigm 

"Rather, they were vehemently opposed to continuous sources of pollution, particularly hydrogen sulphide and its combustion by-products. When we were given an 
opportunity to explain the intrinsic safety features of the technology and explained that the technology's sulphur recovery efficiency would eliminate the need for 
continuous hydrogen sulphide flaring we were able to satisfy their primary concerns.” 

After EnCana and New Paradigm explained the process, all local landowners and residents approved the development. EnCana's success has prompted other 
companies to use the same technology where it can be used 

“I'm OK with the decision," says Chad Sewall. “It shows that oil companies and landowners can get along.”

The Supply and Demand of Natural Gas

Natural gas provides heat 
for homes and fuel for 
vehicles Prices are set 
in an open market 


The price of natural gas is on the minds of many Canadians this winter. It costs more to heat homes and run businesses. Higher gas costs are due 
largely to the rapid growth in North American consumption over the last decade. In 1990, demand for natural gas in North America was 21 trillion 
cubic feet a year. Today, annual demand is 25 trillion cubic feet 

Last year in Alberta, the price of natural gas was 14 per cent below the rest of Canada. Why? Because Alberta produces natural gas. we are the 
closest consumers to the source, which lowers transportation costs. In addition, the provincial government has a program that shields consumers 
from higher prices. Yet for some, prices are still too high 

The price for natural gas is not the only cost to customers on monthly gas bills. Bills include transportation costs, local distribution charges, 
municipal service fees and taxes Charges vary by province, depending on how far the gas must travel from production to burner tip Albertans 
save on transportation because we are closer to the source Natural gas prices are set in an open market like other commodities such as coffee, 
lumber and livestock North American prices are affected by supplies of natural gas versus demand for the fuel. When demand is higher, the price 
tends to rise and when there is more supply than needed, the price lowers. 

While Alberta has secure long-term supplies, unexpected events can affect short-term supply. 

“The maior hurricanes earlier this fall caused a dramatic reduction in North American supplies - 30 per cent of the gas produced in that region has not yet been 
recovered," says Greg Stringham, Vice President of the Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers 

To ensure long-term supplies, Alberta's oil and gas industry is working to develop new sources of natural gas such as natural gas from coal and from deeper areas 
and more remote areas such as Northern Canada 

Natural gas utilities can provide consumers with advice and incentives on how to be more energy efficient.

RESPONSIBLE RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 
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QUESTION: More and more, I keep hearing about chil¬ 
dren and teens being involved in shootings, stabbings and 
the like. What has caused many members of the younger 
generation to be so violent? 

OR. DOBSON: Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
invested in research to answer that question. The findings 
are startling. In addition to the violence children have seen 
on television and in the movies, and apart from the drug 
wars they have witnessed, the tendency toward violence is a 
function of the neglect and abuse so many have experienced. 
That is especially true of those raised in the inner city. What 
has been learned is that millions of children, many of them 
born to drug- and alcohol-dependent parents, have been sub¬ 
jected to unimaginable deprivation. They were left in cribs 
for days with dirty diapers burning their buttocks and legs. 
Some were hit repeatedly, or they were scalded or starved. 
Many were sexually exploited from their earliest days — some 
even in infancy. 

If they survived, they grew up on the streets with no adult 
guidance and care. At night, they slept in bathtubs to avoid 
bullets sprayed from drive-by shootings. If this description 
sounds exaggerated, talk to social workers or police officers 
who work every day in the slums of large cities. 

What does it do to a child to experience intense pain, fear 
and deprivation at a very early age? The answers are begin¬ 
ning to come in. What has been learned is that kids who go 
through these traumas in the first year or two of life pro¬ 
duce high levels of stress hormones -- notably cortisol and 
adrenaline. Those substances put the body on an "alarm re¬ 
action state" in order to cope with the crisis at hand. But in 
a small child, the brain is a vacuum cleaner for stress-re¬ 
lated hormones. The human neurological apparatus is bom¬ 
barded with chemicals that shouldn't be there in a child that 
age. The result is impairment of the boy's or girl's thinking 
apparatus and emotional development. 

What I'm saying is that many of today's abused kids can 
kill and destroy without pangs of conscience because they 
are literally brain damaged. They don't feel what you and I 
feel. They can't empathize with helpless victims the way they 
should, because the emotion of compassion flows from cog¬ 
nitive functions that no longer operate. 

I am not excusing their violent behavior, of course. The 
bottom line is this: We are paying a terrible price for the 
disintegration of the family and for the victimization of chil¬ 
dren. Any society that doesn't protect the most vulnerable in 
its midst can expect to suffer at the hands of those abused 
individuals when they get old enough to strike back. 

QUESTION: Our junior-high boy is the most disorgan¬ 
ized kid I've ever seen. His life is a jumble of forgotten as¬ 
signments and missed deadlines. What can I do to help him? 

DR. DOBSON: Educational consultant Cheri Fuller con¬ 
siders massive disorganization to be the most common cause 
for school failure, above both laziness and poor study skills. 
Show me a student's notebook, Fuller says, and I'll tell you 
whether that individual is a B student or a D student. An 
achieving student’s notebook is arranged neatly with divid¬ 
ers and folders for handouts and assignments. A failing stu¬ 
dent's notebook is usually a jumbled mess and may not even 
be used at all. 

Some children are naturally sloppy, but most of them can 
learn to be better organized in the elementary school years. 
Once they enter junior high, students may have as many as 
five teachers, each assigning different textbooks, workbooks, 
handouts and requirements from various classroom subjects. 
It is foolish to assume that kids who have never had any 
organizational training will be able to keep such detail straight 
and accessible. 

If we want them to function in this system, we need to 
give them the tools that are critical to success. You might 
consider having your child evaluated to see if he has atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder or some temperamental characteristic 
that makes it difficult for him to organize. When you've de¬ 
termined what he is capable of doing, work with an educa¬ 
tional consultant or a school psychologist to design a sys¬ 
tem that will teach him how to live a more structured life.
